The formation of the First Field 
Brigade. of Indlan, Artillery, fore~ 
shadowed by Mr. G, R. Tottenham, 
Army Secretary, in the Assembly 
on the resolution moved by Mr. B. 
eV. Jadhav in the last Delhi session, 
wos announced in a Press-com- 
munique by ‘the Army. ‘Department, 
which’ says: 

‘The Secretary ‘of State has ap- 
proved: the formation of an Indian 
Regiment of Artillery. The “First 
Indian Field Brigade’ ofthe In- 
dian Regiment ‘of.
